pee New York critics hailed “Goodbye, 

My Fancy” with such superlatives as 
“enormous charm,” “sparkle and zing!’ 
“highly entertaining,” “a hit—delightfully 
played, intelligently written.” All agreed 
that Madeline Carroll’s return to Broad- 
way was cuase for hurrahs in itself. Since 
then four other lovely stars of stage and 
screen have proved that Fay Kanin’s play 
is a perfect comedy for ladies of charm: 
Ruth Hussey, Ann Harding, Faye Emer- 
sen, and Sylvia Sidney. 


Fay Kanin won all these plaudits with 
her first play—but they were not easily 
won. For two years she worked on the 


script, only to find that the real work is 
done during the rehearsals and out-of- 
town tryouts. Born a New Yorker, Fay 
Mitchell moved upstate and was educated 
in Elmira, New York, and later at the 
University of Southern California. Three 
months after she collected her sheepskin, 
Fay went onto RKO-Radio Pictures lot 
as a writer. For the next two years she 
turned out screen originals, free-lanced 
her magazine stories, and found time to 
act at the studio club. There she met 
Michael Kanin, a struggling studio writer 
and brother of Garson Kanin, author of 
“Born Yesterday.” 


Soon afterward Michael Kanin went to 
another studio as a top writer, and the 
husband and wife team later did a script 
together. Michael Kanin produced “A 
Double Life,’ the first independent pro- 
duction of the Kanin brothers, and had 
the satisfaction of seeing the star, Ronald 
Colman receive his first Oscar for the per- 
performance. Two more of Fay Kanin’s 
works are on the agenda, a film original 
called “A Man’s Worth Something,” and 
a short story which she wrote with Elick 
Moll, called “Beauty and the Beast.”

This tenth play will be Broadway’s most 
heartwarming comedy, “The Silver 
Whistle.” 

A product of the silo circuit, ‘““The Sil- 
ver Whistle” was first tried out at the 
Westport Country Playhouse and was re- 
ceived so enthusiastically that the star, 
Jose Ferrer, took it into New York. The 
story of an engaging rogue who changes 
the dull, spiritless life of a group of old 
people, “The Silver Whistle’ has capti- 
vated every audience—old and young. 

Francis Lederer, the international stage 
and screen favorite, made such a personal 
hit here last month in ‘Parisienne,’ that 
Richard Aldrich signed him to come back 
as the charming rogue. Starring with Mr. 
Lederer is Nancy Guild who came to the 
Playhouse last week for her only summer 
appearance. Her debut was so successful 
that she persuaded 20th Century-Fox to 
extend her time away from Hollywood 
long enough to play with Francis Lederer. 

Last spring director Arthur Sircom 
staged “The Silver Whistle” at Youngs- 
town Playhouse, and the comedy proved

When people stop to tell us how much they enjoy coming to the Playhouse, and how 
much they like us, we know that part of the thanks for this good impression goes to our 
two box office treasurers. The only direct contact most people have with the Playhouse 
is through these two 'young men and a real introduction seems long overdue, 

Robert C. Finney and Daniel McVey are business men and intend to stay that way, 
but they both love the theatre and combine their interest quite happily. No neuroses such 
as frustrated actors will ever bother them—but this doesn’t mean they pass up a chance 
to act when the opportunity rises. 

Bob is the business manager of the Triangle Club at Princeton this year,.and in be- 
tween counting change and checking tickets, he spends his so-called free time checking 
train schedules and writing letters for their winter tour. The Club is going on tour dur- 
ing Christmas vacation, travelling to St. Louis and back, playing twelve stands. Bob 
has charge of the tour. Before he was elected to these complicated headaches in New 
Jersey, Bob worked with the business department of the University’s Theatre Intime 
and sang with the glee club for two years which gave him the distinction of being able 
to say that he has sung at the Met. 

Bob’s talents have developed consistently ever since he left his home town of Grosse 
Point, Michigan, to go to Exeter Academy in New Hampshire. As a member of the Exeter 
Glee Club, he sang many concerts in Boston, including two at Symphony Hall. He also 
worked up from prop manager toa member of the Executive Committee of the Drama- 
tic Club there. 

Bob’s mother, Teahelta Holt, is a SVE known novelist and short- story writer, but 
this is the one art form that Bob has never attempted. When. he has the time—which 
is certainly not this summer—he sets up his tripod and goes to work. Perhaps when the 
last tickets are out of the rack, Bob will have'a little time to devote to his camera. 

Daniel McVey came back’ to the Playhouse box office this summer, as. soon as he 
collected his diploma from the University of Virginia. It was a natural step for an eco- 
nomics major—especially an economist with a talent for the theatre. Dan started his 
potential career at Hill School where he appeared in-several ‘vaudeville shows. But 
comedy was not his only forte—at Hill he won the.Colgate Cup for Debating. This argu- 
mentative ability should stand him in good stead. when he enters Law School at the 
University of Virginia next fall. 

At Virginia Dan represented the University in various roundtable discussions and 
acted as judge for several local speech contests. He still found time for acting and ap- 
peared on the radio in a series of broadcasts for children, sponsored by the Virginia Fine 
Arts Society. The summer before he came to the Cape, Dan played Lexy Mill in “Can- 
dida” at the University of Virginia Summer Theatre. 

Dan has always been torn between the theatre and music as an avocation. He is an 
accomplished musician on the piano, flute, and organ, but he claims he practically dis- 
rupted the complete Presbytery when he spent one rather hazardous summer as a: -sub- 
stitute church organist. Two weeks ago Dan played the flute backstage for “Dear Brutus,” 
and playing for the pixie Mr. Coade added much to the magic woods scene. Some of our 
audience may also have spotted him as a Yankee colonist-in “The Devil’s Disciple.”-.- - 

Throughout the summer these two young men have remained pleasant and calm even 
when the ticket line was longest and both box office phones were ringing constantly. 
Those who ordered tickets too late were often diss Dees but these boys’ good humor 


and courtesy made them less unhappy.
